I 
know no other person heard his talk with 
me and to my knowledge it has never ap- 
peared .in print, but the fact remains that 
Ty invaded St. Louis with the idea para- 
mount of showing the world he could slam 
homers.

¥ a plan that will stimulate music among the people who need encouraging most, the 
youth of the land, and at the same time create a spirit of friendliness and brother- 
hocd between the young people of the two Americas at a time when the world most 
needs friendliness. Each member of his 109-piece orchestra will be an ambassador 
of good will between the United States and the Latin American countries. It is under 
the sponsorship of the State Department at Washington. And what is better, this 
youth orchestra is not to be a flare-up of excitement for a season. It is being planned 
as a permanent body. 

There are those who are lifting their eyebrows and jibbering muchly 
doubting the possibility of Stokowski being able to assemble and technically and 
tonally weld an orchestra of unseasoned players into an organization that can credit- 
ably represent our country. 

Don’t worry about that, brothers and sisters! Stokowski confident of his own 
ability as.a conductor, and why shouldn’t he be, after so many years of sensational 
success? And more than that, Stokowski knows and understands youth. He knows 
that a young player possesses greater receptivity of ideas and will respond quicker 
to the inspiration of an authoritative keader than an old and seasoned player. He 
knows that with the right material he can get the right results, and he-is personally 
seeing to it that he gets material up the standard that he demands. And I for 
one, would love to hear this orchestra's first concert, to say nothing of later concerts 
when they have spent a summer season playing together! 

There are others who say this another of Stokowski's “stunts,” that he

So I will say for myself that I have always been a 
non-political animal. For as long as I can remember | 
have wanted a little house of my own, freedom to live 
in it, freedom to write, freedom to read, take moderate 
exercise, listen to music and enjoy fine pictures. 

J suppose, without realizing it, | also wanted freedom 
to choose my friends, freedom to talk as I liked and 
freedom to go where I pleased. 

In the years before the first World War, when I was 
a young man, it seemed to me that there was perfect 
freedom in the world, so perfect that I never thought of 
it. The laws that I wanted to break seemed to me good 
laws, and if I broke them I did so at my own risk and 
was perfectly willing to take my punishment if I was 


I SUPPOSE that the idea a man has of freedom, its 


caught. 

I was always a man who loved peace, and was inclined 
to do as I was told. I also had, as I still have, a capacity 
for seeing both sides of a question and taking the mid- 
dle course between extremes. I wanted everyone to be 
happy, to obey the law and fit in with his fellow citizens. 
I was ready to do this myself, although, as I didn’t 
notice at the time, I would fly into a furious rage if some 
official or shop assistant treated me rudely, if someone 
kept me waiting or contradicted me with violence. 

When I thought about it at all, it seemed to me that 
the world was filled with free people. There were in- 
equalities of weather and poverty, but so it seemed to 
me there must always be. 

Meanwhile, I attended to my great job of getting on. 
The World War jolted me a little, the Russian Revolu- 
tion a good deal more. A thing that people now are 
liable to forget is that for years before 1914 we had been 
fearful of Germany; so August, 1914, seemed like a joy- 
ful signal for a swift and complete victory. 


I DON’T think that I considered freedom very much 
in the matter. I loved England with a deaf and emo- 
tional love and I didn’t find Kipling’s imperialism 
especially shocking. When I thought about it I con- 
sidered that the English, when they took over a country 
from someone else, gave that country a freedom that it 
hadn't known before! 

The years I served in the Russian Red Cross during 
the War did something to my spirit. My optimism and 
complacency caught something of the Russian brooding 
melancholy. The soldiers with whom I lived at the 
front were little more than charming or ferocious 
animals. The intelligentsia in Moscow and Petrograd 
seemed to be philosophically indifferent to every pos- 
sible event. 

But you couldn’t watch, close at hand, that struggle 
for freedom against the stiff, unchanging autocracy of 
the Russian government without beginning to ask 


yourself whether freedom wasn’t the most important 
thing in the world. 

These millions of peasants had not the freedom of 
learning to read and write — on the other hand, were 
encouraged in their superstition and ignorance; they 
might as well not have been alive at all. 

Then came those two or three days in the early part 
of the March Revolution when, against the glittering 
snow of Petrograd, a whole people burst out singing. 
They walked all day long in lines through the streets, 
singing, cheering, laughing, ready to give anything to 
anybody, every man loving his brother. 

For myself, an idealist, an optimist, a not-very-deep 
philosopher, those days changed my life. They lasted 
only as long as the afternoon sunlight streamed across 
the snow. Trouble, division, hatred soon sprang up 
again. Russia has never known such days again. 

Nevertheless, I saw, for a moment of time, what men 
can be when they are perfectly free and fancy that the 
millennium has arrived; and now, despite the fact that 
half of Europe is at war, you will never rid me of a 
notion that such days will come to the earth once more 
— and in a more enduring fashion. 


F nom that experience I knew that for perfect free- 
dom you must have a change of heart. You must have 
love and confidence and a longing to help the other man 
even at expense of yourself. ““To save your life, you 
must lose it’’ — the greatest of all the great words ever 
spoken. 

It soon became clear in my mind what I meant by 
freedom — freedom to speak, freedom to write, and 
freedom to live what was honestly in one’s mind. Every 
great and beautiful thing in the world — art, music, 
writing, progress in general — seemed to me to have 
been created by the freedom of the individual. 

But by now, half the world has lost this freedom. In 
the last twenty years, tyrannies and dictatorships have 
spread across the world. 

You who live in America may praise your stupendous 
luck that permits you to live in a part of the world that 
is still free. But freedom is not all a matter of luck. It 
was fought for, by men with muskets, years ago. Now 
men in Europe are fighting for it again, with machine 
guns and tanks, and airplanes and artillery. But there 
is a better way to fight for freedom. 

This better, wiser way is a peaceful war for freedom. 
I+ is a war that the United States and the other democ- 
racies of the Western Hemisphere can lead — now — 
while Europe fights on the battlefields. 

How can you — how can anyone — take part in this 
peaceful war? Day by day, in homes and offices — in 
your own lives, in short — you can keep alive those 
qualities that have always distinguished a free land: 
friendliness, fair play, good humor, love and respect for 
our fellow men. So long as those qualities live, democ- 
racies and freedom will live.

job. 

Financial investors can obtain good advice 
from any number of market analyses, trade 
journals and statistical tables. But market 
advice for job investors has been virtually un- 
known until recently. While no one can pre- 
tend to predict accurately the whole future 
of the job market, a great many useful things 
about general trends and tendencies can be 
stated. 

For the 55,000,000 of us who are labor- 
market speculators today, THIS WEEK Maga- 
zine is going to publish periodic labor-market 
reports. This, the first one, deals with indus- 
trial-employment trends. In other words, 
which industries offer the best and most 
numerous job possibilities? 

We all know that the depression hit certain 
industries and their workers much harder than 
others. Some lucky fields came through the 
threadbare thirties with hardly a ripple in 
their employment level. Others, caught in the 
undertow of social or mechanical changes, 
never got their heads above water, despite 
improving conditions. A few spectacular 
fields bucked the general trends and sailed 
through the blackest years with steadily 
rising employment. 


Lae list at the end of the article enumer- 
ates a number of the fastest-growing manu- 
facturing industries in the country, and gives 
the approximate percentage of increase in 
their working forces since the beginning of 
the depression. There are several other indus- 
tries in which employment increased faster 
than the population during this period, but 
the ones listed are among the most spectacu- 
lar. Many of these fields rose because they 
supplied new or greatly improved products

that created totally new jobs. Others boomed 
because they were able to knock the spots off 
older industries in the rough and tumble of 
competition. 

These growing fields naturally offer the iah 
hunter his brightest hopes. Young people, , 
ticularly, have the best chance of finding wun 
in expanding industries. The declining fields 
are generally laying off even experienced 
people, so newcomers usually have much less 
chance in these. 

You'll notice that we qualified that last 
statement with the words “‘generally’’ and 
“usually.”” There are excellent reasons for 
this caution. Sometimes a rising industry gets 
too much publicity. Job seekers from all 
parts of the country then come storming in 
masses to its gates, like prospectors to a gold 
field. As a result, it may actually be harder 
to get work in a rapidly rising field than in 
some declining ones. At any given time, job 
opportunities in any occupation depend upon 
the relationship between the available sup- 
ply of workers and the demand for them. 


Diese engineering, Commercial air-] 
piloting and air conditioning are rising fields’ 
that have become overcrowded because too 
many people have been attracted to them. 

At the opposite extreme, blacksmiths are 
having little trouble finding jobs these days. 
Because everyone knows that the rise of the 
automobile sent blacksmithing into a de- 
cline, practically no one has trained for the 
work in recent years. So, despite the fact 
that the total number of jobs for blacksmiths 
has dropped tremendously, the supply has 
decreased even faster than the demand. A 
number of employment agencies have re- 
ported recently that they could place good 
blacksmiths easily. 

There is one other important point to re- 
member about industrial employment. Only 
about one worker in five throughout the 
country holds an industrial job! Although 
many people think that job opportunities de- 
pend largely on the number of workers re- 
quired by our nation’s factories and mills, 
there are other large occupational fields that 
offer better employment opportunities to- 
day. These will be analyzed in coming weeks. 

As a matter of fact, industrial employment 
as a whole had almost stopped growing even 
before 1930. Then it crashed with the stock 
market, rallied strongly after 1932, teetered 
down in '38, tottered up in '39. Today, the 
number of people employed in manufactur- 
ing is actually larger than it was a decade 
ago, although we must remember that the 
average number of hours worked declined 
considerably during that time. Except in the 
building-materials industries, the number of 
wage earners increased almost as fast, pr 
portionally, as our population, which is an i 
pressive demonstration of industry’s funda- 
mental soundness when given half a chance. 

So much for our quick survey of the factory 
job market. But there seems to be someone in 
the back row who's saying, “O.K. But what 
does all this mean to me? I’m not interested 
in economics. I just want a job.”’ 

All right, let’s see how these figures can be

They announced that many of the supposed box-office 
champs, especially the ladies, were nothing less than 
poison at the ticket windows 

The reaction was immediate and to the point. You 
don’t argue with the exhibitors; you don’t scoff at box 
office evidence. It was earthquake day in Hollywood and 
a score of stars were jolted clear down to their options. 

The autopsy disclosed that the reason for the exhibi 
tors’ hue and cry was clear enough: the top glamor girls 
had simply ceased to function as such in the public mind, 
and the beautiful younger starlets were on the way up, 
The more analytical minds of Hollywood concluded that 
the overpublicizing of the stars in scores of magazines 
and newspaper columns and over the radio had had the 
unfortunate effect of confusing their screen characteriza- 
tions with their private lives.

There was time 
only for a few bombshells. 

Bette Davis. who has never tned to be a glamor girl 
anyway, and Miss Lombard showed the way they had 
been showing the way, in fact, before the exhibitors put 
in their two cents’ worth. Miss Davis shocked many of 
her one-profile contemporaries when she began to appear 
in the most unflattering roles. She went into action with 
a total disregard for the sacrifices demanded of her looks, 
her hair, her general beauty, and with an eye only to the 
dramatic opportunity offered.

Not the least reason for 
its success is that the patrons, for the first time, are really 
anxious to see Miss Russell perform. And to say that she 
is setting them back on their heels is putting it mildly. 

A job, you understand, of acting 
and it all started with a bite out of Paulette Goddard's leg 

She bit Miss Goddard's leg in ‘““The Women,” and she 
bit it with gusto and no small show of hunger. It was the 
most important bite ever taken in Hollywood. Leg art 
always has been the essence of the glamor build-up, and 
if this wasn’t an effort to bite the starlets of the industry 
right on their trade-mark, |.am not familiar with the 
practices of the Pacific Coast.

You have the 
best chance of finding work where 
labor turnover is high, although vour 
chances are usually poor of making

When you have accumulated the 
answers to these questions, you ll be 
in a much better position to handle 
your investment of abilities and brains 
intelligently.

A Factual Article 
* * * 
HE carcass of a freshly killed deer lay 
half-buried in the snow, almost in the 
shadow of a solitary clump of spruce 
trees. 

Like ghostly figures upon the moonlit 
landscape the wolf pack circled in the distance 
and occasionally broke the silence of the 
northern night with their mournful howling. 

They had been frightened away. by our 
approach, but they had no intention of aban- 
doning their prey to anyone, and since we 
were downwind from them they soon came 
closing in again. 

Frank — my Indian guide — and I lay with 
our cameras on a little snow-covered knoll! 
twenty-five yards away from the deer carcass 
and waited with the patience born of long 
experience in stalking these wild animals of 
the Canadian North. 

We hoped to obtain flashlight photographs 
of a wolf pack in the 
act of feeding upon a 
deer they had brought 
down. No one had ever 
made such a picture be- 
fore. For weeks we had 
sought the opportunity, 
and now it seemed as 
if our long and tedious 
vigil was to be re- 
warded. 

With infinite caution 
the pack closed in. 
Alert, suspicious, mov- 
ing back one yard for 
every two that they 
advanced, the wolves 
approached the deer. I 
grew tense with expect- 
ancy, my fingers toying with the shutter lever 
on my camera. 

And then Frank nudged me and pointed off 
in the opposite direction. I looked that way 
but for several seconds I could see nothing 
there. I wondered if Frank’s sharp eyes had 
been fooled this once by a vague shadow or 
drifting flurry of snow. 

And tnen something moved — slightly, al- 
most imperceptibly. It was a small animal, 
round and chubby, and it was heading toward 
the spot where the deer lay. Except for its 
odd shape I should have taken it for a wol- 
verine, one of those animal parasites of the 
wild that feed on the remains of other 
animals’ meals. 

But it was no wolverine, nor was it a fox 
or a rabbit. I stared at it, puzzled. I con- 
sidered myself an authority on wild life in 
the district but I couldn’t place this one in the 
semidarkness. 

‘Bear cub,” Frank said. 

I couldn’t believe that any mother bear 
would allow a cub so small to be wandering 
around by itself this way, for the protective 
instinct in the bear is unusually strong. But 
it was undoubtedly a cub and a very young 
one, I realized quickly, and its mother was 
nowhere in sight. I glanced at the wolf pack, 
closing in rapidly now. They would make 
short work of the helpless cub. 

My natural inclination was to go to its 
assistance, and I laid my camera down care- 
fully in the snow. But Frank caught my arm. 

‘“‘Wolf pack see you now, they run away and 
not come back,” he said. 

Unfortunately this was true, and I just

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couldn't take the risk of losing thx photo- 
graph we had sought for weeks. Réluctantly I 
relaxed. There was nothing-wé could do but 
watch, and it was obvious that the little 
drama being enacted before us in the moon- 
light would reach a speedy conclusion. 

One of the wolves went right up to the 
carcass of the deer and then retreated. The 
others, seeing that nothing had happened to 
their more daring fellow, gathered quickly 
around the déer, snarling and fighting for the 
best positions. 


Aw still the little bear cub came waddling 
on, heedless of his danger, impelled by an over- 
powering curiosity about this sudden noise. In 
a moment one of the wolves would notice him 
or catch his scent — a sudden flash of sharp, 
gleaming fangs and it would all be over. 

Then Frank was nudging me again and 
pointing in the direction from which the cub 
had come, and this time there was no mis- 
taking what it was he had seen. 

Silhouetted against the sky was ‘tthe huge 
outline of the mother bear. She stood on her 


haunches, her great head rising and falling as 
she sought the familiar scent of her cub. 
Suddenly she caught it and with a bound was 
off toward the cub, who was moving closer to 
the vicious pack. 

The wolves saw her first and made a pre- 
cipitate retreat from this new enemy. They 
stopped twenty yards away from their prey 
and waited to see what would happen. 

My relief at this last-minute rescue was 
balanced by disappointment that our picture 
was once more delayed just when it seemed 
that we were on the point of success. However, 
there was nothing to do but lay down our 
cameras and fall back on our patience again. 

From the top of our knoll we watched the 
mother catch up with her cub and methodic- 
ally cuff it on the head and shoulders so hard 
that it tumbled over and over on the ground, 
looking as though it were an animated snow- 
ball. A mother bear’s maternal discipline is 
swift and sure and extremely effective, and 
this time when the mother turned to retrace 
her steps the cub followed dutifully close be- 
hind her. 


Frank grinned. ‘“‘Many papoose learn bet- 
ter that way,” he said. 

In a moment we understood how the mother 
bear had lost track of the wayward cub, be- 
cause another cub appeared at the’ top of the 
hill on which we had first seen the mother. 
Evidently she had two of them and somehow 
they had become separated. 

It seemed that everything was going to 
turn out all right after all. We felt sure the old 
bear wouldn’t stay long in the same vicinity 
with the wolves when she had two cubs to look 
after, and with her departure it was probabl 
that the pack would return to resume the 
meal and thus let us get the photograph we 
sought. 

Suddenly the sharp clang of steel on steel 
echoed through the night and was immediately 
followed by the agonized squeal of an animal 
in pain. We sat up, instantly alert, peering 
down to see what had happened.

I nodded. It was plain that the cub, moving 
a little to one. side of the path broken by its 
mother, had stepped into a bear trap care- 
lessly left behind six months ago, at the close 
ot the fall trapping season.

@* Senz, the movie 
make-up expert, tells 
his valuable secrets

HE American business man takes 
pride in the trim chic of his secre- 
tary as well as in the facility of 
her hands and brain. Her appearance 
is part of his office “‘front’’ and an 
advertisement of his good taste. 

This is the creed of the director of 
one smart New York secretarial school. 
He finds the expedient of grooming 
young women for jobs to be a good 
To accomplish 
this, he retains Eddie Senz, make-up 
expert long associated with a leading 
film company, to work out correct 


business investment 


make-ups, coiffures and style of dress 
The girls who meet his requirements 
are usually successful! in landing jobs. 

How skillful is your make-up? It 
should be used to bring out the maxi- 
mum of interest in your face, without 
making your interviewer conscious of 
actual color, says Mr. Senz. 

Use a foundation. It supplies soften- 
ing tone for the face just as “‘ground 
color’’ does for an artist’s canvas. But 


avoid unnatural tints that enforce 
attention. Rachel is a safe choice if 
you are dark-complexioned; a pinkish 
tone is right, if you are fair. Stipple it 
on, like freckles, from hairline to neck- 
line, and blend the spots together 
evenly with your fingers. Then go over 
the whole skin surface with a wad of 
absorbent tissue, to give a uniform 
blending and blot up any excess. 

Use moist rouge. Pat a dab in the 
palm of One hand, and with the finger 
of the opposite hand stipple the rouge 
on your cheeks, using the same num- 
ber of spots and the same density of 
color on each. Work these spots into 
your foundation until there is nothing 
on vour cheeks but a soft flush of coler 

Then powder your face. Pat the 
powder on profusely in up-and-down 
matter how fine-grained 
your skin is, it never appears so, if you 
slide a puff over it and fail to sink 
powder in properly. Then use a com- 
plexion or baby brush to take off any 
surplus powder and be _ particular 
about hairline, eyebrows, 
nose crevices. 

Have your eyebrows softly and 
cleanly arched, but not 
drawn. If vou need to darken them, use 
both a brown and a black pencil, and 
have sharp points on both. Apply the 


slaps. No 


ears and 


compass- 


brown pencil first in hair-like strokes, 
and then kill the monotony of one 
solid color with fleckings of your black 
pencil. This will give vou the natural- 
looking effect of a varied pigment. 
Touch the finished job ever so lightly 
with your powder puff to give softer 
gradations of color and to subdue 
paraffin shine. 

Use mascara to stain your eyelashes, 
but not to build them up. Put lipstick 
on with a brush, and follow your 
natural lip line. But, Mr. Senz sug- 
gests, first use soap and water to erase 
any old traces of “‘lipstick mouth,”’ so 
that you begin from scratch when you 
reapply rouge. Confine the color within 
the lip border. He thinks any attempt 
to carry rouge over the lip-membrane 
into porous skin and fuzz ts likely to 
be detected by critical masculine eyes. 
A clear red lipstick and matching 
rouge are usually his choice of color. 

Wear a becoming corffure, but one 
that seems to grow the way it looks, 
and is not too reminiscent of the hair- 
dresser. You mav have to take time 
off from your job to visit your hair- 
dresser, but it is just as well not to 
advertise this need in advance, warns 
Mr. Senz. In any case, he never sends 
out candidates for jobs wearing sculp- 
tured waves or too well-tended curls.

At five she entered one of 
Europe’s most noted conservatories of 
music. At eight she was graduated 
from the master course for violinists
